ENGLAND'S IRON-CLAD FLEET.

Lannch of the Big Ship “Northumber-
Iand™ st the Mililwall Iron-Works—to2l
Tons—Horse-Power 1350—-The Prince
and Princess of Wales apd Lady Feroy
Fresopt — Full  Deseription of the
Mounster,

From the Londow Times, March 17,

To-duy another addition to our fleet of iron-
clads will be made by the launch of this huge
vessel from the yard of the Millwall Iron Wurt
and Shlﬂ!mihl!ng Company, Their Royal High-
nesses the Prince and Princess of Wales are to
be present, and Lady Percy, as representing the
voble house of Northumberland, is to pame the
ship, which will be gemt afloat under every cir-
cumstance ol ceremony.

As w specaimen of ironeelnd architecture, the
Northumiberiand 18 beyond all doubt the finest
example of skilied workmanship ever set afloat;
bat a8 & mere instrument of delense she is much
bebind both the Warrior and flack Prince,

The faot is paininl, but no irou-clads have
come up to the couditions of excellence of the
two which were tirst built, snd which we have
just numed, o speed, in strength, and ln sea.
golng gualities not ounly bhave the 'Black Prinoe
and Warrior not been equalled by more recent
productions, but all our later vessels have
shown such s steady deterioration in nlmost ull
these qualitles us to make it i serious question
whether it Is wise to continue building on our
present plans. At first two distinct elasses of
vessels, known us the Waeriors and Minotawrs,
were d('*lpumi and Lullt,

The Warrior and her sister vessel, the Black
Prince, wore ships of 6100 tons, 380 fect loug
by 58 feet broad, piated ouly over the midship

rtion of their broadeides with 44 inch armor

acked ap with 15 mch of teak, sugle irons, and
an inner won skin, These were unh meant to
carry 46 guns, 36 beive protected within the
armor. 10 on the spar deck, and 10 more at the
bows and stern, would have no armor, but
which are 20 subdivided by a webbing of iron com-
partmenta that they might be riddled with shots
without mueh danger to the major part of the
ship. Euch of these vessels of the Warrior cluss
is driven by engines ol 1260 horse power, nomi-
pal, They have hitherto proved not only the
fustest ships of the navy, but, from thelr bow
and stern not helng overborae 'by he WYY Armor,
they are buoysnt and tolerably easy even in
hend sew sud very broken water,

In an unfortanafe hour, however, the Admi-
ralty undertook to improve on these fine models,
and vessels of what is enlled the Minolaur class
were oridered, These ships include the Minolaur,
the Agimoourt, aud the Northumberiond, They
are ol 0621 fons, 400 feet long by 60 feot § inches
beam, and plated (rom stem Lo stern with 64inch
iron, instend of 4¢-ineh on » backing of 0 inches
of teak, instead of 18 loches, as in the Warrior.
Their horse- power, too, was inéreased from 12560
to 1850, with which a speed of sixteen knots was
expected, nand us Mr, Penn, who makes the en-
gines, promises it, there Is every likelihood of
its beipg stiained.

The Northumberland 1 bullt on the ram svs-
tem, huving what i8 termied & swan-breast pro-
tnmlmz forward benesth the bow under the
water, aud the stem of thie portion, which
would have to restat the first shook of & blow
in nn.ning down & abip, 18 & most glgantio
forging, as is also the hinge iron beam Which
furma the stern frame, Kvery part of the vessel
1 of iron, even to the spar-deck, though the
metal bere, which is less than three-quartars
of an inch thiek, Is, of course, covered will
woud, in the ordinary fasbion, and the iron ls
only meant ns 8 protection from fire in cases of
ghells coming in bourd, Mvery part of the
hull 1 divided Into longmiudinsl and transverse
water-light compartments, There are no less
thau Biteon of these, which not only insure her

but sdd immensely to the stifiness of the whole
ship, which Is virtually made by thess menns
ope huge hollow wrougnt lron girder of im.
mense strength,

The Northumberiand has a differont system of
arpior plating from her sisters, the Aginoourt
and the Afi wr. The experience gained with
the Achilles seems (b show clearly that the limit
up to which seagolng frigates can oarry wrmor
has not only been reached hut rather overpassed,
Thus, the Norfhumberiond's armor, forthoe length
of about 100 feet forward I8 only & belt of armor
ten feet brond, and for the same length at the
nitermont ]uu't of the yessel 1t 18 only 8 feot
broad, golng to a depth of 6 feet balow the water
torward and 4 feet att, For a longth of 200 feet
amidelips, howaver, the whole body ot the ves-
rel I8 cased with plates up to the main ‘devk,
Here the armor rises to n ﬁpi?ht of 1§ fect nbove
the waler, nnd goes to » depth of &) feet below
it. This main portion of the ship is turther pro-
fected by transverse bulkheade, plated with

4? Inch  fren, inclosmg the tlery in-
side the ship as in & box. These armor
coverings extend from the floor of the

ghin deck to the spar deck, Above and beyond
these protections the Nerfhwmberland his a
semi-gireular shield, aleo of 4} inch iron, which
completely incloses her bows st the foreosstle,
Within this shield two gunt of the heaviest
calibre uro to be worked ns bow chasers. All
the portsills of the main battery will be, when
the vessel is tully stored, no less than 10 feot
clear irom the water, This is 1 foot hicher than
the porteills of the Warrior, and no le=s than 6
feet 4 juches higher shan "those of La GFlowre,
All the port-holes are made on the improved
prineiple, which i= almost peonliar to the iron-
elnds, and are vory narrow, 8She la, lmwmur.
only iuntended to carry 22 guns on the main
deek, of which four are to be 200-pounders, and
19 niuedon 160-pounders. On thespar deck will
be four Armstrong 100-ponnder r shell guns,

Like the rest of hor olass, the Northumiberiand
is provided with a deck tower, ne strong 18 teak
and fron avmor can make it.  This tower i uno-
gunlly high in the Northumberlond, and is divided
futo two stories, the lower to be occupled in
aetion by riflemen only, while the upper story
i to be used by those in command of the ship,
and from which nlso the vessel oan be steered in
wolione A great addition has been mnade to the
ship since she was first lnid down, in the shape
ol a poop and Hl|)l;ll“lllll forecnstlie, The poap
gives ample space and accommodation for the
cabins necessury for an admiral and stidl, thos

fitting the vessel for u  flagship, which
the arrangements of the  carlier jron-
clads did not admit of. At the time

that the Warrior made her trial trips it wons
pointed out that it was little less thun absurd to
give these cnormons vessels— double the length
of any Hoe-of-battle ships in the service—only o
frigate’s crew, and only the traditional threc
masts. The experience gained by working the
Warrmor hus shown that these remarks were
fust, and the Minolawra are now each to have
crews of 760 men, and fve instend of three
masts, All these masts are of iron, and of nearly
the snme beight, which certainly detracts some-
whal from the bonuty of the vessel's “sit™ upon
the wuter. Four of the masts are square-
rigged, the nitermast and mizzen having fore-and-
aft =nils only,
Every part of the ship which has been exe-
outed by the Millwall Compony 18 really the
very perfection of iron workmanship, Ay an
iron swucture it 18 impossible to imagine
anything more perfeet than her finish, Strange
to eay, she is to be launched ro-day with almost
all ber iron plates fixed to her, and, in fact,
with the exception of rigging und engines, al-
most ready for seq. Internally and on deck
she has in her fittings a1l the beautiful finish
of aprivate yacht. The perfection with which
her armor plates are fitted on makes her seem
as smooth as if they were varnished.
